.V  Memoir  of  the  Agricultural  Society  of 
\irgir.ia. 

ON  INDIAN  CORN. 

.1  Paper  presented  by  llilsm  Carey  A'ichalas, 
Vice  President. 

Many  experienced  farmers  (and  a- 
r.iong  others  the  highly  distinguished 
iresideni  of  the  agricultural  society  of 
I'i'Br.s)  Ivania)  areof  opitiioii,  tlcat  wheat 
ought  not  to  be  sown  upon  corn  land.  ] 
presume  this  opinion  was  formed  wlicn 
the  piaclice  w as  to  sow  upon  our  corn 
fields  when  they  were  hard  and  foul, 
with  the  corn  siatiding,  and  with  a slight 
ploughing  with  a single  forse  plough. — 
III  any  rotation  of  crops,  if  the  corn  land 
is  manured  and  the  com  taken  off  so  as 
to  admit  of  the  land  biingwcll  ploughed, 
and  seeded  in  good  time,  J consider  it 
good  luisbandry.  Com  is  not  as  niiidor 
ameliorating  a fallow  crop  as  some  oth- 
ers ; but  it  is  of  so  much  value  as  to 
justify  its  culture  in  this  way,  even  if 
more  indulgence  is  given  to  the  land  in 
other  parts  of  the  course.  Mr.  .Yrthur 
Young,  who  was  less  acquainted  with 
the  nature  of  corn  tlian  we  are,  speaks  of 
it  as  an  excellent  fallow  crop.  I beg 
leave  to  state  to  the  society,  ibe  opimuii 
of  that  gentleman  in  his  own  words; — 
when  speaking  of  the  agriculture  oi 
i'rance,  he  says,“  when  I give  the  course 
of  the  rrench  crops,  it  will  be  fomiti, 
that  tiic  only  good  husbandry  in  the  king- 
dom, (some  small  and  very  rich  districts 
excepted,)  arises  from  the  possession 
and  management  of  this  plant,  (com.) 
Where  there  is  no  maize,  tliere  are  no 
fallows:  and  where  there  arc  no  lallows 
the  people  starve  for  want.  For  the  in- 
habitai'.ts  of  a country  to  live  upon  a 
piaiil,  which  is  a preparation  for  wueat, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  their  cat- 
tle fat  upon  the  leaves  of  it,  is  to  pt  ssess 
a treasure,  for  which  they  are  indebted 
to  their  climate.”  In  anutlurpart  ol 
this  work,  Mr.  Young  says,  “ whatever 
merit  is  lound  in  French  agriculture,  de- 
pends on  one  of  those  two  points,  cither 
upci  extraordinary  ftniiity  ol  soil,  as  in 
liie  case  of  Flaiuleis,  Alsace,  am!  the 
Garonne,  or  cn  the  culture  of  a platit 
particulariy  adapted  to  the  southern  or 
middle  ehm.  es  of  the  Itingdom  ; that 
is  maize;”  wTii.  h p unt  1 c says  is  i c cr 
found  on  hard  cr  even  ordinal  y soiis.  1 
have  before  given  it  as  my  opinion  that 
the  quantity  of  land  that  should  be  piaiit- 
ed  in  c'lrn  ought  to  be  coiuincii  to  vvnal 
a farmer  canmamne  on  liui  botton.s. — 
Upon  such  Iaii4  if  it  can  be  seeded  in 
good  order  and  iu  good  time,  I believe, 
with  Mr.  Young,  corn  will  he  lound  a 
good  laliow  crop.  Ti.is  I nnderstaiid  to 
he  the  opinion  of  the  j r sicieiit  ol  tl.iss'j- 
( icty,  whose  authority  is  entitled  to  tlte 
highest  respect.  Upon  a \'irginia  farm 
with  the  force  usually  employed,  I ha- 
zard nothing  in  saying,  that  more  land 
can  be  sown  in  wheat  than  t an  be  culti- 
vated in  torn,  as  the  preparation  for 
VI  l eat  is  cliiefly  made  after  the  culture 
of  corn  is  over.  My  opinion  therefore 
is  that  our  wheat  croiis  in  the  wheat 
tour, tics,  must  he  made  both  tipon  corn 
land  and  clover  fallows.*  Whether  it 
is  j'roperor  not  to  sow  wheat  upon  corn 
land,  so  great  a proportion  of  the  jseople 
of  V’irginia,  rely  upon  that  sort  of  land 
for  their  crops  of  wheat,  that  any  man- 
agement  that  promises  to  increase  the 
crop  of  wheat  after  corn,  would  be  use- 
ful, and  1 have  no  doubt  will  be  well  re- 
ceived. It  IS  but  a few  years  since  the 
[iractice  was  universal  to  sow  wheat  a- 
mong  the  standing  1011’;  that  practice 
is  now  and  iiroperly  so  generally  explo- 
ded, that  it  is  rare  to  sec  a field  m-jiiagcd 
in  that  way.  The  corn  is  ikhv  cut  up 
ami  stacked  in  the  field,  or  hauled  off/t 
once,  and  the  land  ])lotighed  before  it  is 
s 'cdcd.  The  only  objection  to  this  is, 
that  it  makes  the  seeding  too  late,  so 
tliat  the  wheat  has  not  sufiicient  strength 
of  root  to  licar  the  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing  of  our  irregular  winters  ; it  is 
css  able  to  resist  -the  lly  in  the  spring  5c 
mote  subject  to  rust,  and  the  more  com- 
mon calamity  iu  this  climate  of  ripening 
ton  suddenly  ; the  inevitable  conseqtieiire 
of  which  is  the  grain  being  light  5t  shri- 
velled. The  importance  of  sowing 
wheal  in  a proper  time  upon  land  in  good 
order,  is  known  to  every  farmer.  It  u- 
sually  makes  the  difference  of  a good  or 
a sav  ing  crop,  and  one  that  will  not  pav 
the  expense  of  seed  and  culture.  Un- 
til vve  had  to  combat  with  iiiat  most  for- 
midable foe  tile  Hessian  Fly,  our  seed 
time  was  amjile  ; wheat  was  sowed  Iroiti 
the  middle  of  August  to  the  luhldlc  of 
October.  Tiie  opinion  r.ow  is,  that  then 
is  little  chance  for  w heat  to  cst  ape  the 
fly  in  the  (all,  il  it  is  sown  c:.rlicr  thaii 
the  Sth  or  Ivtth  ol  October,  and  as  little 
•il  its  preservation  fi\  ni  the  same  enemy 
i'l  the  siiring,  if  sown  ait  r Oetoher. —

society,  it  is  nnnuz  essavy  to  say,  that  it 
is  imjiracticaiilc  to  acc<  niplisli  tnc  cut- 
l.iig  up  the  corn,  the  stacking,  hauling

it  off,  and  to  plough  and  seed  all  tl.e 
wheal  land  of  a farhi  in  that  time,  with 
or  without  fallows  ; and  to  do  it  in  « way 
that  would  justify  the  expectation  of  a 
crop.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  Law- 
ler wheat  does  resist  f.e  fly  alter  it  is 
generally  sown,  it  will  he  a treasure  (if 
in  no  otiicr  way)  in  lengthening  ll  eseed 
time.  Il  we  could  safely  sow  two  weeks 
earlier  than  vve  do,  it  would  add  im- 
mensely to  the  crop  in  all  the  clay  coun- 
'ry  ; hut  I fear  when  there  shall  he  no 
other  wheat  seeded,  it  will  he  found, 
that  grain  will  be  as  subject  to  destruc- 
tion as  rye  is,  when  there  is  no  wheat 
for  this  insect  to  make  use  cf  in  jiropa- 
gating  itself.  I offer  to  the  soci<  ty  the 
result  of  an  cxperimcTit  I made  last  year 
upon  half  a ficid  of  an  hundred  acres  of 
corn,  mat  was  highly  satisfactory,  as  it 
I'.abled  me  to  sow  jny  corn  la  id  in  bet- 
tiT  time  and  in  hetlcr  order  than  1 could 
have  done  in  any  other  mode. 

I hav  c been  long  apprized  of  a prac 
lice,  which  1 believe  commenced  on  the 
South  llranch  of  the  Potomac,  and  has 
now  spread  itself  considerably,  of  cut- 
ting down  corn  and  stacking  it,  precise- 
ly at  the  time,  and  in  the  state  in  which 
we  would,  in  this  part  f«f  the  country 
pull  the  corn  blades.  When  I had  the 
pleasure,  some  years  ago,  to  be  at  the 
house  of  Mr.  John  Lrvjis,  in  Bath  coun- 
ty, about  the  10th  .Scplcmher,  out  of 
a nop  of  100  acres  of  corn,  he  had 
then  Cut  and  and  stacked  50  acres,  and 
informed  me  he  should  continue  until  he 
had  secured  tlic  whole  in  llic  same  way; 
that  he  had  repeatedly  done  it  before 
and  that  he  was  thoroughly  satisfied  that 
tic  did  not  make  less  com  than  he  would 
tavc  done  under  the  old  management ; 
that  he  had  vastly  more  provender  for 
cattle  than  lie  would  have  had  in  the 
common  mode  of  saving  the  fodder,  and 
tliere  was  a saving  of  half  the  labor.  On 
my  return  to  Albemarle,  I mtmioned  it 
to  my  neig.ibors  what  I had  seen  and 
lieard,  aiul  suggested  the  benefit  wc 
iriiglit  derive  from  pin  suing  the  same 
practice ; hut  the  universal  opinion  was 
that  our  corn  would  eitner  rot  or  shrivel. 

cut  in  that  state.  I had  two  experi- 
ments made  the  next  year,  hut  the) 
‘verc  executed  in  the  manner  that  such 
;xpci  imcnls  usually  arc,  by  unwilling  a- 
gems.  In  1817,  my  loss  of  wheat  by  the 
lly  was  so  great,  particularly  upon  my 
late  sown  and  badly  prepared  corn  fields, 
that  I determined,  in  future,  to  confine 
my  seeding  to  land  which  I could  sow 
in  good  time,  and  in  good  order.  In 
the  course  of  last  winter,  I had  an  op 
poi  tuniiy  of  conversing  with  a gentle- 
man (Win.  Steinbergen,  Esq.)  who  had 
practised  for  many  years  tiie  early  cut- 
ting up  of  coni ; his  assurances  were  so 
positive  as  to  the  saving  of  labour,  the 
security  of  the  corn  and  the  increase  of 
feed  for  stock,  that  I deteAnined  to 
make  the  experiintnl  this  year  upon  a 
scale  and  in  a way  that  would  be  conclu- 
sive, and  in  a place  tliat  oth.ers  would 
have  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  it  as 
wc  I as  myself.  With  this  view,  I se- 
lected a field  in  the  fork  of  a very  pub 
lie  road — the  field  was  nearly  squatc.  I 
iliviclcd  it  into  two  equal  parts,  as  nearly 
as  I could  by  the  lyc,  and  had  all  tin 
corn  cut  tc  stacked  by  the  middle  of  Sep 
tember  from  lltat  part  of  the  field  lying 
on  and  nearest  the  two  reads.  This 
field  had  been  planted  early  in  April, 
but  the  corn  came  up  so  badly  that  it 
was  replanted  in  May.  The  entire  cro|> 
was  from  the  re-planted  corn.  This 
circumstance,  with  an  unusually  dry 
season,  (the  land  not  being  thoroughly 
wet  from  the  planting  to  the  cutting  up 
of  the  corn,)  caused  the  crop  to  he  vei  y 
late.  When  it  was  cut,  except  those 
parts  of  the  field  which  had  been  inamtr- 
ed.  J thought  llie  corn  was  rather  green 
to  make  it  s.ife  to  pull  the  fodder.  My 
manager,  Mr.  \Vm.  S.  Fowler,  whose 
skill  and  judgment  1 relied  very  nine 
upon  in  otiicr  'lungs,  expressed  great  re- 
lii'Tanrc  at  risking  so  much  corn,  r.ii  i 
gi  cut  apprehensions  as  to  the  result.  Im 
mediately  after  the  c<>rn  was  efyand 
before  it  was  all  slacked,  tve  bad  liiree 
days  rain.  'I'jie  opinion  of  all  who  saw 
the  corn,  was  that  the  i ro]^  ’.vas  ruinet 
.•\boiit  the  middle  of  October,  my  peo- 
ple began  to  use  it  for  hogs,  an  1 f;om 
the  tenth  to  the  fifteenth  of  November, 
the  remainder  was  pulled  and  lioused. — 


The  corn  was  found  as  good  as  that  of^ 
the  field  which  was  not  cut ; with  aii 
immense  quantity  of  long  forage  for 
stock,  not  as  good  perpaps,  as  well  cur- 
ed blades,  but  greater  in  quantity  and 
value  than  wculil  have  been  had  i.n  the 
common  way.  Upon  a furm  w liere  two- 
fifths  of  llie  land  is  in  clover,  as  mitcl 
bay,  (a  better  food  for  horsvs  tban  fod- 
d.-r)  can  be  made,  as  li  e liorsts  of  a farii: 
can  require.  This  couisc  is  recom-| 

[ mended  by  a great  saving  of  time  at  the 
^busiest  season  of  llie  year,  e.xcept  har 
vTsi.  I am  confident  the  corn  can  bt- 
ent  at  d stacked  in  half  tlic  time  that 
will  he  required  to  Save  the  blades  ant: 
tops  in  the  present  mode.  In  foddet 
getting,  the  great  consumption  of  lime 
is  in  passing  over  tl'.e  field  so  often  row 
by  row.  In  the  old  method,  this  is  done  al 
I'-i’st  five  times;  in  the  new,  the  con, 
i.s  cut  and  stai  ked  at  two  operations. — 
Ttie  Iianliiig  where  every  thing  is  re- 
moved from  the  field  as  it  should  be,  is 
the  same  in  the  new  and  the  old  TTKtliod; 


hilt  the  great  and  decided  recommenda- 
tion ol  it  is,  that  the  land  is  better  prepa- 
red, and  the  wheat  sown  m good  time- 

In  t:  e old  method,  about  the  middle 
of  October  is  as  soon  as  ills  ihougbi  safe 
to  nit  and  slack  the  corn.  When  tlie 
' coni  is  stacked  entire,  the  bottom  of  tlie 
stack  is  more  open,  and  the  ears  are  not 
pressed  upon  each  otlieras  they  arc  when 
every  thing  is  stripped  from  the  stalk 
hut  the  ear.  If  the  preparations  ol  the 
corn  land  commenced  a.s  late  as  the  mid- 
dle of  October,  the  works,  from  the 
hurried  manner  in  which  it  is  done,  is 
badly  cxeciiieil — and  the  seeding  una- 
voidably delayed  to  too  late  a period  ; 
wiiercas  by  having  other  fallows  in  order 
by  the  lime  fodder  is  ripe,  the  whole 
preparation  for  seeding  may  be  comple- 
ted I )■  the  lime  it  will  be  sale  to  sow,— 

1 he  mere  seeding,  wiien  it  is  done  with 
the  harrow,  as  it  should  be  upon  well 
ploughed  land,  is  quickly  performed. — 
These  objects  will  be  facilitated  by  plant- 
ing a forward  corn,  that  will  ripen  seve- 
ral weeks  earlier  titan  the  corn  which  is 
generally  cnltivatcd.  There  is  a difl'er- 
ente  oi  at  least  two  weeks  between  a 
corn  tliat  is  made  by  many  of  my  neigh- 
bors in  Albemarle,  and  considered  a pro- 
ductive grain,  which  has  an  unusually 
small  red  cob,  and  the  common  corn  of 
our  country.  Mr.  Richard  Sampson 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Randolph,  Tuckaiioe, 
two  valuable  members  of  our  society, 
recomniended  highly  to  forward  com 
they  cultivate,  which  I believe  was  bro’t 
originally  from  the  state  of  New- York. 
File  practice  above  the  mountains  is  to 
cut  eight  rows  and  leave  eight.  When 
llie  field  is  gone  over  in  this  way,  they 
return  and  cut  the  remainder,  w iich  is 
pul  on  the  outsides  of  tiie  stacks  first  se- 
c ir;  d;  by  this  management  the  interior 
o Diestock  is  bitter  cured  than  li  it  all 
■vas  stacked  al  once.  I did  not  howev- 
e pursue  t..is  method  ; iny  corn  was 
a 1 cut  a o ' e and  it  vias  intended  ;o  et 
il  take  a Fay’s  sun  on  the  ground,  se- 
v ntcen  rows  being  put  together,  and 
the  corn  stacked  upon  the  middle  row  of 
he  seventeen.  I recoiumend  l is  prac- ^ 
tice  with  great  confidence,  but  at  the 
stmc  lime  advise  ah  those  wlio  are  in 
t le  lers’  sk  ptii  al  to  ma  e the  ixperi- 
ment  upon  a small  scale — so  that  if  they 
do  not  succeed,  the  loss  vvill  not  be  mate- 
rial. This  cat. lion  will  be  observed  by 
all  fiTgal  farmers,  upon  every  occasion 
where  great  changes  are  recommended 
to  them.  In  the  first  experiment,  let 
the  quantity  ol  corn,  cut  ’..s  early  as  I 
prop  s . ,'  be  confined  to  what  will  be 
r.ufficicnt  lot’  fattening  the  hogs  raised 
on  the  farm,  what  will  be  necessary  for 
consumption  in  the  conrse  of  the  fall.  It 
•vill  not  escape  an  experienced  farmer, 
that  corn  managed  in  this  way,  will  be 
more  secure  from  frost.  The  outsides 
of  the  stalks  will  cure  quickly,  and  the 
inner  be  impel  vious  to  frost. 

The  credit  ol  t'.is  change  in  the  man- 
agement of  corn,  is  due  to  the  people  of 
the  Soutli  Braiith  of  Potomac,  who  are 
as  yet  but  litil-  in  tiic  habit  of  making 
wheat,  and  derive  no  advantage  from  the 
culture  of  corn  as  a preparation  for 
wheat.  No  circumstance  c..n  afford 
stronecr  evidence  of  the  value  of  Agri-  . 
cultural  societies,  than  the  fact,  that  in 
one  part  ol  inis  state  a prartice  should 
have  prcvaili  d for  more  than  thirty-five 
years,  and  be  unknown  to  a vast  majorit)'' 
of  the  people  of  X'irginia,  to  whom  it 
would  be  most  iise'ful.  If  I do  not  over- 
rate its  importance,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  of  its  being  of  the  greatest  value 
to  those  w ho  depend  n ost  ii|)on  their 
ect'n  I'jtid  for  their  wheal  < rops.  ritrough 
this  and  other  soeiities  I flatter  myself, 
tliere  w ill  be  so  rapid  at.  interclwr'ge  of 
information  in  future,  tltat  the  benc.1t  of 
an  improvement  in  one  j art  of  our  coun- 
try will  be  speedily  communicated  to  c- 
ve-ry  other  part  of  it.

AFFAIRS  VVri  H SPAIN. 

The  infox-mation  brought  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  from  Spain,  by  the  Hornet, 
lias  excited  a great  deal  of  speculation 
concerning  the  course  the  court  of  Mad- 
Tid  will  pursue  on  the  subject  of  the  late 
treaty  ceding  the  Floridas.  The  dismis- 
sal of  the  Marquis  D’Yrujo  from  power, 
is  considered  by  some  as  evidence  that 
the  king  is  unfavorably  disposed  towards 
the  treaty  ; it  having  been  made  under 
tlic  instructions  issued  to  D’Onis  by  the 
Marquis.  Others  think  that  the  proba- 
ble appointment  of  Onis  to  succeed 
Yriijo,  is  tolerably  conclusive  proof  that 
the  ratification  will  take  place.  Of  this 
latter  opinion,  is  the  American  court  jia- 
jier — and  therrfore  it  is  fairly  to  be  infer- 
ed,  that  Mr.  Adams  is  of  the  same  be- 
liel. 

For  our  own  part,  we  sincerely  hope 
the  treaty  may  not  be  ratified.  Our  rea- 
sons have  been  heretofore  given.  In 
the  settlement  of  the  western  limits  of 
Louisiana,  much  very  valuable  country 
Was  yi.  hied  by  our  negotiator,  which,  as 
secretary  of  state,  he  had  a little  while 
before  the  formation  of  the  treaty,  srn- 
ously  contended  for;  and  the  Spanish 
minister  well  knew  he  was  acquiring  for 
his  government  possessions  woflh  one 
hundred  times  as  much  as  the  twoFlori- 
das.  Besides,  we  have  agreed  to  give 
.$,000,000  dollars  in  boot. 

It  is  uncertain  whether  the  whole  of 
the  Floridas  has  not  been  granted  away 
by  Ferdinand  to  imiividuals  ; so  that  the 
United  States  woujd  not,  if  the  treaty  be 
Tatified,  acquii  e any  thing  but  the  mci\ 
sovereignty.  Such  an  acquisition  is  not 
•without  its  importance  ; but  we  are  clear 
that  the  price  given  was  abundantly  toe 
much.  A region  of  country,  fertile  and 
well  watered,  and  of  sufficient  extent  to 
make  a highly  iespeCtable  state,  is  no 
trifling  property  to  barter  away  for  the 
jurisdiction  only  of  the  Fioridas. 

COURT  PAPERS. 

Some  of  the  eastern  prints,  which,  on 
every  change  of  effairs,  are  complete  Vi- 
cars of  Bray,  are  extremely  illiberal  in 
noticing  Mr.  Moxnoc’s  visit  to  Kentuc- 
ky. He  was,  in  the  state,  treated  with 
much  politeness,  as  the  chief  magistrate 
of  tlie  nation.  But  on  several  subjects, 
of  a prominent  na'ure,  the  president  him- 
self distictly  undei  stood  that  our  citizens 
differed  from  the  course  the  administra- 
tion had  pursued.  We  will  name,  as 
two,  the  opposition  made  to  the  recogni- 
tion of  South  American  independence — 
and  the  constitutional  scruples  on  the 
great  question  of  the  right  of  congress 
to  appropriate  public  funds  for  objects 
cflntcrnal  improvement.  But  tbe  mag- 
nanimity of  the  state  was  not  to  be  check- 
ed, because  there  was  a difference  of  po- 
litical sentiment.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
the  enemies  of  Mr.  Clay  would  have 
rejoiced  to  have  witnessed  an  entire  want 
of  civiliiics  to  the  president  and  general 
Jackson  both.  They  were  sorely  disap- 
pointed at  the  generous  conduct  exhibi- 
ted by  the  wannest  friends  of  Mr.  Clay 
in  Lexington. 

In  announcing  the  return  of  Mr.  Clay 
from  his  visit  to  New  Orleans,  an  eastern 
paper  remarks,  rjith  great  arc/mes*, that 
he  did  not  arrh-e  in  Kentucky  until  the 
president  had  left  the  state.  Now  this 
is  a Kil/ul  and  Tra/icious  falsehood.  Mr 
Clay,  hearing  of  Mr.  Monroe  being  at 
the  Greenville  Springs,  prior  to  his  ap- 
proach from  his  southern  trip,  left  his 
company,  hurried  on  to  Harrodsburg, 
and,  although  he  was  within  thirty  mil  s 
ofhis family, remained  twenty-four  hours 
with  the  president;  and  so  friendly  were 
they,  that  a continual  intercourse  was 
kept  up  betw  een  them. 

It  would  be  equally  plausible,  if  the 
friends  of  Mr.  Clay  were  to  charge  the 
president  with  visiting,  designedly,  the 
town  of  his  residence,  when  he  was  on  a 
trip  from  the  state— as  that  the  presi- 
dent’s unqualified  admirers  should 
charge  Mr.  Clay  with  intentionally  ab- 
senting himself. 

Wc  cannot  perceive  the  policy,  nor 
the  propriety,  of  the  attempts  of  certain 
editors  to  produce  a public  l>clief,  that 
the  president  and  Mr.  Clay  are  hostile 
to  each  other.  The  Baltimore  patriot 
displays  a peculiar  anxiety  on  this  sub- 
ject. Now  if  it  is  the  intention  of  these 
convenient  conductors  of  prints,  to  en- 
deavor to  place  every  prominent  politi- 
cian in  hostile  array  to  the  administration 
of  Mr.  Monroe,  they  had  better  come 
out  at  once  and  acknowledge  the  fact. — 
Then  the  public  could  estimate  their 
acts  by  the  standard  wlycb  thc.ir  motives 


would  furnish.  As  to  any  impfc.ssion 
they  may  calculate  on  producing  upon 
the  minds  of  such  firm,  independent,  and 
unbending  republicans  as  Mr.  Clay  and 
Mr.  Crawford,  and  a number  of  others, 
they  will  be  wholly  mistaken.  If,  in- 
deed, any  feeling  could  be  excited,  it 
would  be  that  of  sorrow  for  their  weak- 
ness, mixed  with  something  of  contempt 
for  their  folly.

Wc 
sincerely  unite  in  tbe  sentiment. 

“ The  Secretary  of  War — The  new 
line  of  defence  fiom  the  Yellow  Stone 
river  to  the  Falls  of  Sf.  .Anthony,  is  a 
conception  worthy  that  eminent  states- 
man— the  honor  and  interests  of  the  west, 
have  received  his  peculiar  attention — 
British  encroachments,  at  least,  on  our 
inland  waters,  will  meet  with  a proper 
check.” 

United  States’  bank  ^ock,  on  the  3d 
inst.  was  96  in  Philadelphia.  Thelntel- 
ligcocer  says  this  rise  is  owing  to  the 
late  rigorous  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  institution.  We  are  unacquaint- 
ed with  this  new  change  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  bank.  Of  necessity,  the 
word  of  the  court  ftafier  must  be  taken, 
on  this  subject,  for  the  present.

We  liave  published,  from  information 
collected  yesterday,  a list  ol  the  uncur- 
rent notes  of  the  independent  banks. — 
There  was,  at  that  time,  conflicting  re- 
ports, with  regard  to  the  Georgetown 
and  Shelbyville  banks.  In  furnishing 
this  list  of  notes,  we  pretend  not  to  as- 
sign any  reason  why  they  arc  not  taken 
here.  We  cannot,  upon  mere  fugitive 
talcs,  consent  to  attempt  the  discredit  ol 
any  institution  by  saying  it  is  unable  to 
meet  its  engagements. 

Solvent,  however,  as  many  of  these 
banks  may  be,  the  circumstaiK  e of  tlieir 
not  being  current  here  deters  nearly  all 
from  taking  them.  Because,  if  their 
vaults  were  notoriously  filled  with  gold 
and  silver,  the  want  of  currency  of  their 
notes  regulates  their  value  in  each  neigh- 
borhood.

A writer  in  the  Chilicotlie  Weekly 
Recorder,  has  made  an  attack  upon  Mr., 
Hoi.lry,  President  of  Transylvania  U- 
niversity,  as  harsh  and  as  vulgar  in  style, 
as  it  is  false  and  unwarrantable  in  fact. 

It  is  a subject  of  some  curiosity  to 
know,  with  certainty,  who  is  the  writer.] 
He  is  certainly  of  that  class  of  men,  who 
seek  to  elevate  tbeir  importance  and  toj 
extend  their  fame,  by  a confiict  with  a^ 
higher  and  more  celebrated  antagonist. 
.At  the  same  time  that  w 0^hould  like  to 
know  the  slanderer  of  Mr.  Holley,  and 
the  incendiary  who  would  scatter  fire- 
brands to  consume  tbe  institution  over 
which  he  presides — wc  feel  satisfied 
Mr.  Holley  will  not  degrade  bis  dignity, 
I>y  entering  the  lists  with  such  a foe.  The 
respect  which  all  must  feci  for  religion 
under  all  those  varieties  of  creed  or  te- 
net, which  are  bred  and  foslcVcd  by  the 
benignant  sun-beams  of  religious  liberty, 
would  induce  the  charitable  conclusion 
that  the  author  is  not  a minister  of  the 
gospel.  The  severe  language-^lhe  in- 
tolerant spirit,  the  jealousy,  rancour,  and 
the  peculiar  terms  and  epithets  of  pul- 
pit declamation,  which  pervade  the  pro- 
duction, would  at  the  same  lime  indicate 
that  the  writerisa  presbyterian  minister, 
who  is  in  need  of  all  the  charities  of 
our  nature,  but  whose  conduct  forbids 
their  exercise  ; a man  who  cloaks  him- 
self under  the  carriage  of  liumiiity,  and 
by  an  affectation  of  tbe  smooth  and  ho- 
neyed expressions  of  chernb  innocence, 
and  slmfde-hearled (nety,  would  cheat  in- 
to the  belief  that  he  is  entitled  to  a seat 
on  the  right  hand  of  God  ; but  whose 
malignant  composition  lias  rushed  be- 
fore his  artifice,  and  has  exposed  him  to 
the  world  as  the  common  enemy  of  reli- 
gion and  of  society.  If  the  author  is 
misconceived,  there  will  be  a release  cfi 
the  present  charge,  but  a better  opinion 
ofhis  character  cannot  be  entertained. 

Did  Mr.  Holley  stand  in  the  atthude 
of  a mere  individual,  unconnected  with 
his  station,  I should  not  volunteer  in  bis 
behalf.  I should  leave  him  to  refute  his 
iraducera,  and  to  comV>at  liis  own  ene- 
mies. Under  other  circumstances,  tlic 
statements  cf  “ A Spectator”  would  on- 
ly be  viewed  as  the  common  barkings 
and  wraiiglings  by  which  religious  par-, 
tizans  frequently  disgrace  themselves 
and  their  calling.  But  the  citizens  of 
Lexington  should  make  common  cause 
in  an  affair  which  affects  themselves, 
posterity,  and  their  country.  Mr.  Hoi- 
ley  is  not  the  game  which  “ A .Specta- 
tor” would  hunt — he  would  not  be  beat- 
ing about  the  woods  of  Ohio,  to  start 
tliisboarofthe  forest,  who  is  ranging  Ken- 
tucky, and  contaminating  and  destroy- 
ing whatever  comes  within  his  scope  and 
power. 

Why  does  he  select  a religious  print? 
and  why  does  he  make  Chilicotlie  the 
field  in  which  iie  would  sow  his  slander  r 
Suppose  his  string  of  facts  (as  they  arc 
called,  but  wliicli  are  as  false  as  they 
are  base)  be  true — is  Mr.  Holley  known 
in  Chilicotlie  ? can  his  Sunday  jiarties 
poison  the  morals  of  the  people  ofOhio? 
is  the  religion  of  that  section  of  the  coun- 
try insulted,  because  the  youth  is  bid  to 
cultivate  bis  mind  on  the  sabbath  ? No; 
Such  ideas  never  entered  that  town  nor 
state,  until  they  were  introduced  by  an 
incendiary  who  knew  that  he  could  find 
no  footing  where  himself  and  Mr.  Hol- 
ley were  known,  and  who  is  a gentle- 
man “ of  the  second  tabic,”  compared 
wiih  those  associates  of  Mr.  Holley, 
wliom  be  would  term  infidels.

By 
striking  over  Mr.  Hoiley’s  shouldcr.s, 
“ A Spectator”  would  destroy  the  dai-| 
ling  hope  of  Lexington  and  of  Keiiturkv;! 
that  scat  of  science  and  literature,  which 
expands  and  ennobles  tl.c  mind,  and  pre' 
pares  it  for  the  enjoyment  of  happiness 
and  the  preservation  ij'  freedom. 

And  for  w liat  ? Because  the  present 
Professoi-s  of  Transyluania  arc  not  pres- 
byterians ! 

The  public  can  judge  of  the  justice 
of  this  assertion,  by  a concise  history  of' 
Transylvania  University  for  some  years 
past.  It  is  a well  known  fact,  that  it  is 
one  of  the  master-pieces  of  presbyterian 
policy,  to  attempt  a monopoly  of  the  in- 
stitutions of  learning  in  the  United  States. 
They  have  a bond  of  connection  from 
Maine  to  Georgia.  Tlie  gratis  students 
of  the  colleges  over  w hich  th.y  preside,! 
are  stationed  tlirougliout  the  Union, I 
wherever  a phalanx  can  be  formed,  crj 
one  is  already  organized  ; and  a late  pcr-| 
sedition  of  an  old  and  worthv.  minister, ' 
[ M r.  R ankin]  disclosed  the  fact  that  t here  j 
was  an  importation  of  Scotchmen  for  the 
like  purpose.  Their  synods  arc  becom- 
ing tlic  dark  closets  of  intrigue  j v.-hcrc, 


instead  of  dcviouig  tlic  means  of  happi- 
ness and  salvation,  they  are  paving  the 
way  to  i.ifluencc  and  power.  In  pursu" 
anceof  this  policy,  they  obtained  tbe  con- 
trol of  Transylvania  University.  Tlie. 
presidency  was  wrested  from  an  Episco- 
lian,  who  was  an  ornameut  to  virtue,  and 
conferred  on  a man  whose  opposition  to 
the  war,  and  whose  hatred  of  democracy, 
justly  brought  upon  him  political  odi- 
um. About  the  beginning  of  his  reign,  I 
was  myseif  a student  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  students,  though  few  in  num- 
ber, cons’s'ed  principally  of  young  men, 
many  of  whom  are  now  the  ornament  of 
their  cctiniry.  Under  his  guardianship, 
it  gradually  sickened  and  dwindled  until 
it  became  a mere  grammar  school  for 
boys  and  children.  It  w as  wisely  taken 
from  presbyterian  contro',  and  its  man- 
agement coiiftrrecl  on  libearlity  and  in- 
telligence. 

It  is  in  vain  (bat  the  presbyterians  may 
say  that  iliey  care  nothing  for  the  aliei  a- 
tioii.  They  never  experienced  a more 
galling  mortification.  Some  of  the  bit- 
terest maledictions  which  have  been  ut- 
tered within  my  recollection  were  dealt 
out  by  one  of  the  displaced  trustees. 

The  public  is  acquainted  with  tlie  pro- 
gress of  the  institution  since  its  new  or- 
ganization. Life  and  animation  fill  its 
walls;  industry,  emulation,  and  ardor, 
charactciizc  its  students;  and  it  is  ra 
pidly  progressing  to  the  highest  rank  a- 
motig  similar  establishments. 

“ Spectator”  w<is  fearful  that  Ohio 
would  lend  hertributary  streams  towards 
swelling  its  growth  and  importance;  to 
prevent  which,  was  his  object  and  bis  mc- 
live.

Arrival  of  tlie  Hornet. 

NEW  YORK, JULY  31. 

Yesterday  afternoon,  the  United  State* 
sloop  of  war.  Hornet,  capt.  Reed,  arriv- 
ed at  this  port  from  Cadiz,  with  dispatch- 
es for  government.  She  sailed  on  the 
2d  of  this  month,  and  we  learn,  that  at 
the  time  of  her  departure,  the  treaty  a- 
greed  upon  here  between  our  govern- 
ment and  Don  Louis  dc  Onis,  the  Span- 
ish minister  at  Washington,  HAD  NOT 
BEEN  RATIFIED.  On  the  receipt 
of  the  dispatches  by  the  Hornet  at  Wash- 
ington, we  shall  probably  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  nature  cf  the  delay 
on  the  part  of  the  king  of  Spain.  Up- 
on the  whole,  were  we  to  hazard  a con- 
jecture on  thi*  important  question,  judg- 
ing from  existing  circumstances,  it 
would  be,  that  there  is  little  hope  of  an 
amicable  adjustment  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Spain. 

The  United  States  ship  of  the  line 
Franklin,  Commodore  Stewart,  of  74 
guns,  had  arrived  at  C-adiz,  having  on 
board  Mr.  Russell,  the  American  charge 
lies  afr.iires  at  Sw’cden,  on  his  way  home. 
Mr.  Russell  intended  to  have  taken  his 
passage  in  the  Hornet,  but  as  she  was 
under  sailing  orders  could  not  wait  foi 
him.  He  intended  to  leave  Cadiz  just 
a week  before  the  departure  of  tlie  Hor- 
net. Doctor  Ilea]),  surgeon  of  our  Me- 
diterranean squadron,  is  a passenger  in 
the  Hornet. 

Capt.  Reed  was  at  Madrid  44  days, 
and  left  there  on  the  24tli  of  June  ; anti 
wc  have  no  doubt  will  be  able  on  liis  ar- 
rival at  Washington,  to  give  some  im- 
portant information.  Capt.  R.  procccaS' 
this  morning  with  the  dispatches. 

Capt.  Reed  informs,  that  the  crops  in 
Spain  were  never  more  abundant. 

About  a week  previous  to  the  depar- 
ture of  the  Hornet,  a frigate  and  six 
brigs  of  war  arrived  at  Cadiz  from  Bor- 
deaux, under  French  colors,  and  were 
to  join  the  squadron  fitting  out  agaitist 
the  Patriots  of  South  America. 

It  was  said  at  Cadiz,  that  the  grand  ex- 
pedition would  sail  about  the  first  of  Au- 
gust., There  was  an  army  of  16,000 
mcn^at  Cadiz,  ready  to  embark. 

The  Marquis  de  Caso  Yriijo  and  fam- 
ily were  seized  at  their  dwellin.g  and! 
sent  to  prison  on  the  28tli  of  June.  There  | 


v.-.'.sa  rumor  they  '..ad  beer.  C‘sassin»fed. 
It  w:,s  also  reported  that  Gen.  O’Don- 
ncl,  the  governor  of  Cadiz,  bad  received 
[an  order  to  put  to  de-ath  tlie  crew  of  the 
jiatriot  iM'ivateer  Constitution,  stranded 
near  Oibraitar.  great  number  cf  tlic 
crew’  were  .Americans.  The  governor 
is  said  to  have  remonstrated  against  the 
order.

squadron  of  one  frigate  and  6 brigs  have 
joined  the  expedition  ; we  leant  iiiey  will 
sail  under  the  Spanish  flag. 

An  action  was  fought  off  Cadiz,about 
the  15th  June,  between  the  Spanish  na- 
tional gun  brig  Volumaro,  of  14  guns, 
and  Uie  Buenos  Ayres  government  brig 
IndcpeiKlcncc,  of  I 8 guns;  w’ben,  shame-, 
ful  to  relate,  the  latter  was  deieateil. — 
Fhe  Voluntaro  had  arrived  at  Cadiz, 
much  cut  up  in  saiis  and  liggiiig.  Both 
vessels  lought  under  the  flag  ol  the  Um  ' 
ted  Istales ! j 

The  oificers  and  crew  ol  the  Patriot 
nrivateer  Coiistiiutioii,  taken  some  timej 
since  near  Gibraltar,  (after  being  on 
shore)  are  at  Cadiz,  in  dungeons.  Gen.i 
O’Donncl,  governor  of  Cadiz,  liad  re- 
ceived an  order  from  the  king,  granting 
a pardon  to  all  Spanish  subjects  found  on 
board  that  vessel,  and  a command  to  ex- 
ecute all  the  foreigners,  lie,  however, 
remonstrated  against  this  barbarity.  'I'lic 
result  of  liis  refusal  we  do  not  know  : 70 
.Americans  are  among  the  prisoners.  | 

The  U.  S.  siiip  Franklin  arnved  at  Ca-I 
dizon  the  2Cit!i  of  June,  with  the  honor-1 
able  Jonatlian  Russell  and  family  ; but 
finding  they  could  not  be  accommodated 
.'ith  passage  on  board  the  Hornet,  they] 
retunied  in  her  to  Gibraltar  on  the  27th, i 
vliere  they  wiil  embark  in  a merchaiitl 
siiip  for  the  United  States. 

All  our  squadron  is  at  Gibraltar. 

The  French  national  corvette.  La 
Normaiide,  w as  to  sail  from  Cadiz,  on 
the  I atli  of  July,  for  New  York,  to  invite 
home  all  the  French  exiles.  Mr.  Tu- 
nis, our  consul  there,  will  return  in  her. 

The  verbal  accounts  received  by  the 
sloop  ol  war  Hornet,  from  Cadiz,  are 
calculated  to  induce  a belief  that  this 
country  is  on  the  eve  of  a war  with 
Spain,  because  she  has  not  yet  ratified 
the  treaty  negotiated  at  Washington  last 
.rintcr,  which  cedes  to  the  United  States 
the  Floridas.  Some  difficulties,  it  seems, 
exist  with  regard  to  the  ratification,  but 
there  is  little  cause  to  believe  tli-at  Spain, 
single-handed,  will  undertake  to  mea- 
sure swords  with  this  country.  Wc  have 
conversed  with  a gentleman  belonging 
to  the  Hornet,  who  is  of  opinion  that  ul- 
timately the  treaty  will  receive  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  king  of  Spain.  The  Spanish 
squadron  spoken  of,  is  no  doubt  destined 
for  South  America,  and  not  Florida. 

By  the  Hornet,  we  have  received  a 
Cadiz  (iazette,  of  June  27.  containing  a 
proclamation  requiring  from  the  mas- 
ters of  all  foreign  vessels  that  enter  the 
]iort  of  Cadiz,  a certificate  from  the 
Spanish  consul,  at  the  port  from  whence 
the  vessel  sailed,  of  her  origin. 

Accounis  from  the  dominions  of  Mo- 
rocco to  tlie  1st  June,  represented  the 
plague  to  rage  with  unabated  violence 
in  many  places.  At  Fez  no  fewer  than 
COO  persons  v/tre  carried  oft'  daily.

Our  Mediteronean  Squadron. — Cap- 
tain Edcs,  of  the  ship  Sally  Anne,  who 


arrived  at  I'.cston,  or.  Sni 
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daysfroni  Palermo,  and  33  from  Gibral- 
tar, informs  !l. at  on  the  firrt  ofJune,  the 
Emperor  cf  Austria  and  the  King  of  Na- 
ples, with  several  members  of  their  res- 
pective families,  dined  en  beard  the  Uni- 
ted States  ship  Franklin,  Commedore 
Stewart.  During  ti.e  visit,  one  of  the 
young  prince^,  w hile  view  ing  th<?  eqtiip. 
ments  of  the  ship,  uiifortenately  fell 
down  the  main  hatchway,  and  was  se- 
verely injured. 

The  squadron,  consisting  of  the  Frank- 
lin, Guerriere,  Erie,  and  Spark,  sailed 
from  Naples  on  the  2d  of  June,  for  Gib- 
raltar. ■\Vlieii  off  Palermo,  tlie  Spark 
left  the  squadron,  pat  into  port  for  pro- 
visions, and  on  the  next  day  sailed  for 
Tunis.  On  the  2 1st  of  June,  capt.  Edcs 
saw  the  squadron  in  Gibraltar  Bay.  In 
the  course  of  that  clay,  the  Franklin 
came  out  of  the  straits,  supposed  to  ba 
bound  to  Cadiz. 

Capt.  E.  left  no  American  vessels  at 
Palermo  on  the  10th  of  June — none  at 
Messina  on  the  23d  of  May. — Hclf.

LA  FAYETTE  AND  FREEDOM. 

A speech  of  solid  merit  was  delivers 
cd  last  month  by  Gen.  La  Fayette,  to 
the  French  chamber  af  deputies,  on  the 
budget  for  the  present  year.  He  rep- 
robated the  (loctiincs  advanced  by  cer- 
tain members  against  liberty  and  equa'i- 
ty  of  rights,  and  intimated  that  tliese  in- 
vectives proceeded  from  persons  who 

wished  to  obtain  exclusive  privileges 

He  alluded  sarcastically  to  these?  who 
appealed  to  desire  that  France  should 
hold  her  independence  at  the  will  and 
pleasure  of  neig.iboiTng  governments, 
to  whom  certificates  of  her  good  beha- 
vior were  transmitted  by  party  spirit, 
he  declared  a representative  system  to 
be  the  be  t and  the  cheapest,  and  disa],* 
proved  of  govcrumems  founded  on  '^'pri- 
vate interests.”  A conslitiitional  mon- 
archy, he  said,  required  economy  in  the 
adiiiinistrati  HI,  and  he  made- a concise 
repivsentation  of  the  enormous  expen- 
ses of  the  Frcncii  military  cstablish- 
ineiu.  The  venerable  patriot  spoke  in 
very  warm  praise  of  the  national  guards, 
and  preferred  that  plan  of  defence  to  any 
other.  France,  organised  into  a national 
guard,  would  secure  a certainty  ot  the 
m/'St  bri.lianl  successes.  It  was  the  glo- 
rious remnants  of  those  licrtjic  armies, 
“ the  produce  of  civil  equality  and  cf 
national  patriotism,”  who,  having  re- 
turned home,  DOW  set  an  example  of  the 
lomcstic  virtues  and  the  sentiments  'of 
good  citizens.  The  national  guards  had 
dclendedthe  independence  and  the  lawii 
ot  their  countiy;  and  he  censured  the 
policy  which  unnerves  that  precious 
system,  and  leaves  the  French  nation 
ur.armed  and  unorganized.  A'ations,  he 
said,  were  stronger  than  armies,  and  in 
tne  former  he  saw  the  guarantee  of  hu- 
man freedom  and  independence.  He 
denounced  that  “ office-hunting  indus- 
try,” so  prejudicial  to  the  progress  of 
more  productive  labor,  and  to  the  inde- 
P'eiidence  of  a vast  number  of  citizens. 
He  declared  that  amid  the  late  dreadful 
struggles  against  Europe,  French  agri- 
culture, instruction,  morals,  ease  and  in- 
dependence were  ameliorated  to  a de- 
cree of  w.ach  there  is  no  parallel  in 
history  ; and  this  declaration  is  stated 
to  have  been  spontaneously  confirmed, 
with  one  voice,  by  tiie  other  deputies. 
He  recommended  the  armament  of  th® 
nation,  the  subordination  of  the  military 
to  the  civil  authority,  the  nomination  of 
officers  by  the  citizens,  and  the  employ- 
ment in  the  armies  of  none  but  French- 
men, who  have  fought  under  the  banners 
of  their  country.  This  was  avowedly  a 
disapproval  of  the  Swiss  troops,  and 
may  be  considered  as  a censure  of  the 
ultra  royalists  who  fought  under  other 
than  their  country’s  banners.  A regene- 
ration of  the  finances  and  criminal  juris- 
prudence, lie  hoped,  would  take  place 
at  the  next  session.  In  a word  the  speech 
of  La  Fayette  was  worthy  of  the  stead- 
fast disciple  of  liberty,  the  illnstrious 
friend  of  America  and  man.

. NEW  YORK,  JULY  08. 

Yesterday  arrived  at  tliis  port,  the  U. 
States  brig  Enterprize,  capt.  Kearney  ; 
she  has  on  board  the  mate  and  one  sea- 
man, late  of  the  schooner  Retrieve,  who 
rose  upon  and  killed  the  captain,  and 
threw  him  overboard.  These  men  had 
been  taken  by  the  Spaniards,  and  confin- 
ed at  Omoa. 

While  capt.  K.  was  at  Omoa,  he  was 
informed  that  commodore  Aury  had 
made  a dash  at  a village  at  the  head  of 
the  bay  of  Honduras,  with  his  squadron, 
and  taken  property  to  the  amount  of  se- 
ven hundred  thousand  dollars  in  specie 
and  goods. 

By  letters  received  from  Buenos  Ay- 
res under  date  of  the  23d  May,  we  learn 
that  the  minister  of  Chili  had  officially 
notified  N.  W.  Strong,  Esq.  acting  as  A- 
merican  consul  at  Buenos  Ayres,  that 
the  coast  of  Peru  was  blockaded  by  tlie 
naval  force  of  his  government.  Tliis 
act  bears  date  St.  Jago,  April  20. 

The  patriot  frigate  Curiazo,  had  sail- 
ed from  Buenos  Ayres  early  in  May,  to 
join  Lord  Cochrane  off  Lima.  The  Ho- 
ratio yet  remained  in  port  under  the  A- 
merican  flag,  and  was  commanded  by 
capt.  Skinner. 

Eight  hundred  and  forty-three  settlers 
arrived  at  the  port  of  Quebec,  from  the 
13th  to  the  19th  of  .July. 

His  Britannic  Majesty’s  ship  Newcas- 
tle, of  60  guns.  Rear  Admiral  Griffith, 
arrived  at  Quebec  on  the  I4thiust.  from 
England,  via  Halifax. 

NEW  YORK,  JULY  27. 

FROM  BUENOS  AYRES. 

By  the  arrival  of  ship  Diomede,  in  65 
days  from  Buenos  Ayres,  we  learn,  that 
the  treaty  between  tliat  government  and 
General  Artigas  had  not  been  ra'.ifi  d. 
and  it  was  believed  tliat  the  negotiation 
would  eventually  fail.  Markets  wtr,. 
high,  hides  scarce,  and  trade  dull.  Pre- 
parations were  making  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  Independence,  on  the  25th  of. 
hlay,  at  which  time  a new  constitution  I 
was  to  be  proclaimed,  and  a new  Direct- 
or chosen  by  the  people. 


A postscript  to  one  of  the  latest  let- 
ters received  in  this  city  from  Valparai- 
so, says:  “ News  arrived  yesterday  that 
the  Spanish  general  Osorio,  who  com- 
manded the  army  that  was  beaten  and 
captured  near  St.  Jago,  by  St.  Martin, 
himself  escaping,  with  about  fifty  men, 
towards  Chiiloc,  has  collected  about  two' 
thousand,  and  is  now  advancing  in  the! 
province  of  Conception  : the  few  troops 
the  Patriots  have  there,  arc  retreating 
before  them.”

SPANISH  AMERICA. 

It  is  understood  that  commissioners 
from  the  republicans  of  Mexico  are  now 
at  the  seat  of  the  general  government. 
They  have  come  to  ask  fiom  us  wnat  w. 
asked  from  Louis  the  16th,  in  our  strug- 
gle for  liberty  ; and  shall  these  republi- 
cans, our  neighbors,  born  to  be  our  a - 
lies,  whose  success  is  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  our  own  prosperity,  shall 
they  demand  in  vain  frpm  us  that  ai  l 
which  we  ourselves  re  eived  from  an  ab- 
solute monarcy  ? 

But  considerations  derived  from  in- 
terest have  always  been  found  most  pow- 
erfully to  excite  the  passions  of  the  hit-' 
man  mind.  Then  laying  aside,  for  a 
moment,  those  allusions  of  glory  which; 
would  tempt  the  gen'Tous  spirit  to  make! 
n crusade  in  behalf  of  Mexicatt  liberty,] 
let  us  see  whether  our  own  internal  wel- 
fare— whether  the  prosperity  and  inde- 
pendence of  the  Uhited  States  does  not 
essentially  depend  upon  the  success  of 
the  Mexican  patriots.  [ 

The  empire  of  Mexico,  stretching' 
from  the  10th  to  the  46th  parallel  of 
latitude,  approaching  near  to  New-Or 
leans,  and  covering  the  south  western 
flank  of  Louisiana  for  more  than  1200 
miles,  is  the  nearest  and  at  the  same 
Time  the  most  formidable  power  in  the 
United  States.  Possessing  at  tliis  mo- 
ment, a population  equal  to  our  own, 
admirably  situated  by  means  of  Havan- 
na,  to  command  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
containing  within  herself,  three  hundred 
and  twelve  gold  and  silver  mines,  being 
the  only  fountain  from  which  the  United 
States  can  draw  a single  dollar,  she  is 
already  in  the  hands  of  any  power,  ca- 
pable of  directing  her  energies,  a full 
counterpoise  for  the  American  republic. 
Contemplating  the  possibility  that  this 
great  empire  might  fall  into  the  han:l«of 
the  Russians  or  English,one  of  two  events 
must  sooner  or  later  take  place — Mexi- 
co, by  gold  will  dismember  the  United 
States;  or  the  United  States,  by  steel, 
will  conquer  the  em/iire  of  Mexico. 

• Mistress  of  herself,  and  at  liberty  to 
follow  the  suggestions  of  her  own  inter- 
est, Mexico  would  cultivate  the  rela- 
tions of  peace  and  of  commerce  with 
the  United  S ates.  In  the  hands  of 
Russia  or  Great  Britain  she  would  be 
nothing  but  a point  from  whieh  these 
powers  would  apply  the  lever  of  cor- 
ruption and  of  arms  to  the  American 
un  on.  Self  defence,  the  principle  of 
self  preservation,  would  then  compel 
tlie  U.  States  to  wage  against  Mexico 
that  war  w'li.  h was  carried  on  by  Rome 
ag  inst  Carthage,  a war  of  extermina- 
ti  m;  in  which  the  existence  of  each  na- 
tion would  be  put  to  stake,  and  in  t le 
event  of  which  the  victor  would  lead 
the  vanquished  in  chains. 

The  government  of  the  United  States 
has  long  since  declared  that  the  safety 
of  the  republic  would  not  permit  th; 
FioriJ'os  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  any 
third  power.  The  same  declaration 
should  be  made  with  respect  to  Mexi- 
co. But  the  course  of  conduct,  with 
respect  to  each  other  would  be  some- 
* what  different.  The  Eloridas,  evident- 


ly toowcak  for  self-government,  mast  of 
necessity,  be  incorporated  with  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  republic.  Mexico  con- 
taining within  herself  the  elements  of  a 
great  empire,  may  be  able,  with  the  aid 
of  the  U.  States,  to  establish  and  main- 
tain ber  independence.  In  that  event  the 
policy  of  the  United  States,  would  re- 
quire tliat  aid  to  be  immediately  fur- 
nished. But  if  with  the  aid  of  the  repub- 
lic, she  cannot  obtain  her  independence, 
or  having  acquired  shall  be'  unable  to 
preserve  it,  the  safely  and  prosperity  of  ^ 
the  United  Stales  will  compel  her  to  say 
to  Russia  and  EnglantI,  what  she  once 
said  to  the  minister  of  the  latter  on  the 
subject  of  the  Eloridas:  i'\l-xico  must 
•never  fall  into  the  hands  of  any  third 
(tower.  An  .\mei  ican  army  would  then 
be  marched  into  that  rich  and  beautiful 
country,  and  the  dominions  of  .Montazu- 
ma  would  swell  the  lorritories  of  the  A- 
merican  republic. 

But  we  have  said  the  safety  and  pros- 
perity of  the  United  .States  is  coiinerted 
with  the  fate  of  Mexico.  The  position 
is  more  particularly  true  as  regards  the 
western  country. 

Bound  together  by  tlie  union  of  all  its 
rivers  in  the  centre,  tlie  commerce  of  the 
western  world  must  forever  float  to  the 
mouth  of  tlie  Mississippi:  from  thence 
there  is  no  possibility  of  communicating 
witli  the  Atlantic  states,  with  Europi', 
.\sia,  Africa,  or  even  the  West  Indies 
and  South  .\nieriea,  but  by  fiiitling  a 
passage  through  tlic  gulf  of  Mexico. 
This  gulf,  nearly  in  the  form  of  a horse- 
shoe, is  almost  closed  at  its  mouth  by 
the  peninsula  of  East  Eloidcla,  (oming 
down  from  the  non  h,  and  the  pe  insula 
of  Yucutaii,  coming  up  from  the  south. 
Precisely  between  the  extremities  ■ of 
these  two  peninsulas,  and  iieariy  equi- 
distant from  them  lies  the  island  of  Cu 
ba ; and  in  the  north-west  part  of  the 
island,  facing  inwards  towards  the  gulf  is 
the  port  of  I lav  anna.  This  port,  at  pre- 
sent an  appendage  of  the  rdexican  em- 
pire, will  rank  with  the  finest  naval  sta- 
stions  in  tlie  known  world.  Capable  of 
receiving  within  its  basin  upwards  of  a' 
thousand  ships  of  the  line,  and  yet  so: 
narrow  at  the  extreme  that  no  more  than  I 
one  vessel  can  pass  at  a time,  it  has! 
been  emphatically  styled  the  key  of 
Mexico.  In  the  hands  of  any  naval  pow- 
er it  will  command  the  couiniercc  of 
Pensacola,  of  Mobile,  of  tne  vMississippi. 
of  Vera  Cruz  ; in  a word,  it  will  com- 
mand the  w hole  eastern  coast  of  ilic  em- 
pire of  Mexico,  and  block  up  every,  out- 
ct  by  wdiich  the  productions  of  the  wes- 
tern country  could  reaclitlie  ocean.  In 
the  year  1762  this  magnific’nt  port  was 
seized  by  the  English;  but  was  roster- 
ed to  the  crown  of  Spain  by  the  treaty 
of  1763  ; and  is  now  in  tlie  hands 
of  a captain  general  of  F ar  linaiid  the 
7th,  1 ut  how  long  it  is  so  to  continue  is 
uncertain — we  have  a report  that  it  is  to 
be  given  up  to  the  Eiig.ish,  as  an  itidcm- 
nity  for  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
on  the  war  for  the  restoration  of  Ferdi- 
nand. 

We  will  not  undertake  to  depict  the 
miseries  of  the  western  country;  the  dan- 
ger,to  tlie  union  itself,  if  this  port  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  English,  or  what 
is  equally  to  be  dreaded  into  the  hands 
o,  the  Russians.  T.iis  latter  power  has 
lor  some  ti  nc  been  aiming  at  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  object,  riie  ques- 
tion is,  how  is  tliis  apprehended  danger 
and  misery  to  be  avoided  ? 

1.  By  enabling  the  Mexican  empire 
to  establish  its  independence,  and  to 
cstsbiish  its  independence,  and  to  ii.ain- 
tain  ifs  dominion  over  tlie  isla:id  of  Cu- 
ba. 2.  By  doing  ourselves  now,  what 
the  English  did  in  1762.  In  the  hands 
of  the  Mexican  empire  the  Ilavanna 
would  never  be  dangerous  to  the  United 
States.  Because  from  the  nature  of 
things,  Mexico  can  never  become  a na- 
val power  ; and  because  at  any  moment 
she  can  be  compelled  to  respect  the 
right  of  the  republic,  from  the  facility 
with  wliicn  an  army  could  be  marched 
from  the  western  country  across  the 
plains  of  Pexas  to  the  mines  ofCatorce] 
and  St.  Louis  Potosi  m the  centre  of 
her  dominions. 

But  to  proceed  witli  the  reasons  which 
should  interest  the  United  States  in  the 
fate  of  Mexico. 

\Ve  have  already  seen  that  the  pro- 
ductions of  the  western  country  must 
flow  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi. — 
Arriving  there  tlie  first  inquiry  of  the 
exporter,  is  to  find  a place  at  which  his 
cargo  can  be  exchanged  for  money,  ori 
other  articles  in  demand  at  home. — 
'A'hat  place  so  peculiarly  adapted  to  fix 
his  attention  as  Vera  Cruz;  directly  be- 
fore his  eyes,  within  five  days  sail,  the 
emporium  of  a commerce  worth  up- 
wards of  fifty  million  of  dollars  per  an- 
num, and  the  channel  through  which  the 
gold  and  silver  of  three  hundred  and 
twelve  mines  is  emptied  into  the  ships 
which  sujjply  the  whole  world  w:l!i  pi  e- 
cioiis  nielais.  Ifthe  empire  of  Mexico 
should  become  independent,  this  rich 
commerce  woul  l be  monopolized  bv 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  but  if 
England  or  Russia  is  to  wield  the  scep- 
tre of  that  vast  empire,  the  .American 
merchant  will  not  dare  to  cast  liis  eye  to 
Vera  Cruz.  He  will  have  to  continue 
to  do  as  he  now  does.  Creep  aiong  tlie 
coast  for  two  thousand  mill  s,  if  they 
ivill  permit  him  to  pass  the  H avanna,  to! 
arrive  at  Philadelphia  or  New  York  ;! 
a, id  having  got  there,  he  will  deem  him- 
self happy  to  barter  his  wealtli  for  the  re 
fuse  of  an  English  warehouse. 

But  we  ask  wh  re  and  how  are  the 
United  States  to-be  supplied  with  mon 
ey  il  .M  xico  s'lould  fall  into  the  hands 
of  her  enemies?  Traitors  indeed  wonhl 
be  amply  supplied.  They  would  receivcj 
the  wages  of  corruption,  and  their  work ' 
would  be  the  disiuemberiiient  ol  tiieii 
country.  But  how  would  the  honest 
part  of  the  comiiuiuity,  the  fanneis,  the 
oierchanis  and  mechanics,  how  v.oul; 
the  great  body  of  the  people  s qq>.y 


[ tlicinKoIrea  w'uh  cash’  Tiic  Uiilte;i 
tales  docs  not  produce  an  mihce  of 
native  gold  or  silver.  We  look  to  Natch- 
ez and  New-Orleans  for  these  things: 
and  yet  r.io:iey  does  not  groiv  there  ; 
the  foXiiitain  is  further  off.  It  is  from 
Mexico  alone  that  we  can  be  supplied. 

Take  a view  of  the  internal  state  of 
our  country.  Behold  the  innumerable 
banks  which  have  started  up  in  ail  jiars 
of  the  union,  dazzling  the  eye  of  the  pub- 
lic with  illusory  wealth!  Upon  what! 
are  ail  these  establishments  bottom- 1 
cd  ? Upon  the  internal  resources  ol 
the  United  States  ? No:  Not  a dol- 

lar that  floats  among  us  is  dug  from  tne 
mines  of  the  republic.  It  is  upon  the 
mines  of  Mexico  alone  that  these  es- 
tablishments are  bottomed.  Let  but 
these  mines  fall  into  the  hands  of  ouri 
implacable  enemies,  and  what  a fearful 
abyss  of  ruin  and  niisciy  m ill  open  be- 
neath our  feet!  How  many  families 
now  wea'ty  will  suddenly  be  redu-ed  to 
beggary!  What  a shock  will  the  gov- 
cniment  itself  sustain  ! How  soon  will 
the  idea  ol  national  bankruptcy  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  British  to  the  American 
govoriiment ! 

These  considerations  alone  convince 
us  tliat  the  safety  and  prosperity  of  the 
Utiited  States  depends  upon  ibe  fate  of 
Mexico;  upon  her  independence  if  she 
is  able  to  establish  and  (treeerve  it  ; or 
upon  her  subjugation  rather  than  she 
should  fall  into  the  arms  of  Russia  or 
England. 

The  imagination  is  irresistibly  drawiij 
to  a great  revolution  in  the  coiiimerccj 
of  the  world  which  may  result  from  tlie. 
independence  or  conquest  of  Mexico.  Ai 
branch  of  trade  which  has  been  the  foun- 
dation of  Engl’sli  wealtl',  which  has  gi- 
ven rise  to  princely  fortunes  in  all  the 
countries  of  Europe,  may  suddenly  be 
diverted  from  its  ancient  ciiamii  Is. 

The  road  to  the  East  Indies  lies  thro’ 
the  Isthmus  of  Darien.  The  project  of 
connecting  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  o- 
ceans  willbs  renewed  the  moment  M'  x- 
ico  becomes  independent  or  fails  into 
the  hands  of  a great  nation.  The  exe- 
cution of  that  project,  by  saving  the 
doubiing  of  Cape  Horn  or  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  will  bnug  the  East  In- 
dies several  tiioiisand  miles  nearer  to 
New-Orlcaiis  and  Philadelphia.  Thej 
ricli  commerce  of  the  east  would  lion 
by  our  doors.  The  enterprising  Amc-j 
riran  merchants  would  forestall  the!

The  Paris  papers  assert  thrt  M.  de 
Kotzeliue  enjoyed  a pension  of  15.000 
rubles,  granted  him  by  the  emperer  of- 
Russia,  and  tnai  tlie  function  with  wliicli 
he  was  ch.arged  was  to  cause  to  he  in- 
alerted  in  a literary  publication,  wliich  In 
conducted  at  Manheim,  extracts  from 
all  the  most  important  works,  rclativi 
to  passing  events  at  the  lime,  giving 
such  a coloring  to  tiicm  as  might  suit 
the  views  and  policy  of  tlie  Russian  cab- 
inet. This  was  the  cause  of  the  hatred 
of  the  Germans  towards  their  country- 
man, of  whose  talents  they  had  reason  to 
be  proud. 

The  German  paper?  have  published 
the  letter  that  Sand  wrote  to  his  rela- 
tions, when  about  departing  for  Maii- 
iieim,  will)  intent  to  kill  .M.  de  Kotzebue. 
The  following  are  extracts  from  il  : — 
“ This  missive  will  bear  you  the  las: 
“ greetings  of  your  sen — of  your  broth- 
“ cr.  The  distress  of  our  dear  country, 
'<  forces  me  t ) act ; it  would  be  a dis 
“grace  to  Germany  if  the  sacrifice  of 
“ so  many  thousands  of  her  brave  sons 
“ should  have  been  made  in  vain  ; our 

posterity  v ill  deplore  our  remissness. 
“ The  foundations  of  our  rcgcncratiot. 
“ liave  been  laid  within  the  last  20  years,; 
“ above  all,  in  the  holy  war  of  1813. — 
“ Why  then  does  tlic  base  compliant 
“ multitude  bend  again  to  tlie  yoke  ? — 
“ Traitors  arc  assiduously  laboring  U 
“ re-plunge  the  German  People  into 
“ servitude.  Kotzebue  is  one  of  the 
“ most  artful  and  insidious  among  them. 
“ He  every  day  instils  his  poisons  into 
“ tiie  public  mind,  by  the  perfidious  in- 
“ sinualions  inserted  in  his  half-Russian 
“paper.  If  we  do  not  wish  to  be  re- 
“ plunged  into  the  deepest  misery;  if 
“ we  will  not  siifVcr  quietly  Russian 
“ spies  to  anniliilate  every  thing  that  is 
“ good — to  extinguish  every  spark  ofli 
“ herty  among  us,  this  man  must  peris.i. 
“ The  enthusiasm  of  liberty  can  nevci 
“arise  in  Gcrinany,  until  tfie  citizens 
“ know  how  to  brave  every  danger,”  &c. 

The  paper  lately  comluctcdby  M.dc 
Kotzebue,  was  still  continued.  It  ap- 
pears that,  intending  to  return  to  Rus- 
sia, he  had  prepared  a great  minib*  r 
of  articles  for  his  Journal. — .Vat.  Intc'.
